COMBS AND BATTLESHIPS. 


Tho battleship men, after one day 
of glorious triumph, have been plung­ 
ed 
suddenly 
into 
something 
that 
closely resembles gloom. 
The captur­ 
ed German 
battleship 
Ostfriesland 
came through the first day’s bombing 
by the airmen with scarcely any dam­ 
age at all. It seemed that the suprem­ 
acy of the battleship had been secure­ 
ly established and the airmen’s claim 
that the battleship’s day is done com­ 
pletely refuted. 
But the next morn­ 
ing brought a different story. 
The 
airmen 
brought 
out 
some 
bigger 
bombs that morning and when they 
dropped these on and near the Ostf­ 
riesland she gave up the ghost and 
sank beneath the waves. 
The battleship men are certainly not 
yet ready to surrender. They can still 
point out that under battle conditions 
it would be much harder foi the air­ 
men to drop their bombs on or near a 
battleship, for then 
the 
battleship 
would be in motion instead of at an­ 
chor, her anti-aircraft guns would be 
in action, and her protecting aircraft 
would be circling above her to keep 
the hostile planes away. 
But the bat­ 
tleship men have undoubtedly been 
driven from their first line of defense. 
They are now compelled to admit that 
if aircraft can get close enough to a 
battleship to drop bombs upon her, or 
beside her, they can sink her with 
their bombs. 
It may be that this is a step towards 
settlement of 
the 
controversy as to 
whether we should continue to build 
$50,000,000 capital ships or not. 
But 
it is extremely unlikely that it is in it­ 
self a settlement of that controversy. 
There is much force in what the naval 
men say about the vest difference be­ 
tween actual battle conditions and the 
conditions prevailing during the tests. 
The chances are that the wflrld will 
continue to build battleships for some 
time to come unless Mr. Harding’s dis­ 
armament conference results in an in­ 
ternational agreement to stop build­ 
ing them.

This is proved by the many 
lynch cases, happening day after day, 
and by such demonstrations of mob 
violence as the recent riot at Tulsa.” 
It’s the truth that hurts. 
Possibly 
in what it says 
regarding 
the psy­ 
chology of the American masses the 
Enakopravnost is a little too hard on 
us, but it is certainly a fact that “the 
belief in private violence” as a means 
of eliminating 
an 
unpleasant situa­ 
tion is deep-rooted 
in 
America and 
furthermore it seems to be spreading. 
Pistols, 
shotguns, 
lynchers’ 
ropes, 
coats of tar and feathers, white-robed 
masked 
riders in the

these instruments and forms of private 
violence seem to be growing more and 
more popular among us. 
It is startling to hear our civiliza­ 
tion criticized 
by
